JAPAN- IAEA SAFEGUARDS AGREEMENT, KAGEI REFERRED TO FONMIN 
OHIRA' S RZOENT DIET TESTIMONY ( REF B) AND STATED THAT GOJ 
INTENDED TO ENTER NEGOTIATIONS WITH IAEA AND WOULD WORK TO 
CONCLUDE AGREEMENT AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. KAGEI WOULD NOT BE 
SPECIFIC ABOUT DATES, BUT LEFT IMPRESSION THAT NEGOTIATIONS 
WOULD BEGIN IN NOT TOO DISTANT FUTURE.
